outside the city. 
The fighting in and around 
Tay Ninh — a city of 200,000 
population,

military sources said it was too 
i'%r!y to say whether it signaled 
the start of the third major of­ 
fensive of tlie year threatened 
by the enemy high command.

Ike Still 
In Critical 
Condition

WASHINGTON (A P)- Former 
President Dwight D. Eisenhow­ 
er remains in “ extremely crit­ 
ical” condition and has suf­ 
fered numerous episodes of ir­ 
regular heart action since Sun­ 
day night, Army doctors report­ 
ed today. 
Doctors at Walter Reed Army 
Hospital 
said an electrical 
pacemaker, 
inserted 
earlier 
into the heart of the five-star 
general, had been removed af­ 
ter it failed to stop the spasms. 


The recurring irregularities, 
doctors said earlier, constitute 
a “ constant and critical haz­ 
ard” to Eisenhower's survival. 
The text of a morning medical 
bulletin: 
“General Eisenhower’s condi­ 
tion remains extremely criti­ 
cal. The electrical pacemaker 
was removed late yesterday be­ 
cause of its demonstrated in­ 
effectiveness after the initial 
few hours. 


“Since 
last night’s bulletin 
numerous episodes of ventricu­ 
lar irregularity have occurred, 
most of only a few secords 
duration but two requiring elec­ 
trical conversion. 
“ Despite this, the general re ­ 
mains alert, converses briefly, 
and enjoyed a small breakfast. 
He is visited briefly from time 
to time by members of the im­ 
mediate family, at his request. 


“ Mrs. 
Eisenhower 
has re ­ 
mained calm during these past 
trying days, and has received 
comfort and support from her 
sister, Mrs. Gordon Moore, who 
together with Col. John Eisen­ 
hower and his family have been 
constantly with her.” 
In a Sunday night bulletin, the 
doctors reported failure of the 
electrical pacemaker, which 
was threaded directly into the 
patient’s heart by way of a vein, 
to relieve the spasms. 
It was the latest of several 
efforts made to halt the ir ­ 
regular rhythms since the 77- 
year-old general suffered his 
latest attack.

Officials be - 
lieved 104 persons lost their 
lives. 
Unless some of the passing 
are found on the shores, this 
will be the worst bus accident 
in history. 
Three persons, including the 
driver of one of the buses, swam 
to shore through the raging r i­

Sunday 
when the buses 
plummeted into 65 feet of water. 
Rescue workers have recovered 
39 bodies, some as far as 18 
miles downstream. Little hope 
is held for the 65 missing.

searched one of the 
smashed buses after it had been 
swept against rocks 300 yards 
downstream and found no bod­ 
ies.

day night, Army doctors report­ 
ed today. 
Doctors at Walter Reed Army 
Hospital 
said 
an 
electrical 
pacemaker, 
inserted 
earlier 
into the heart of the five-star 
general, had been removed af­ 
ter it failed to stop the spasms. 


The recurring irregularities, 
doctors said earlier, constitute 
a “ constant and critical haz­ 
ard” to Eisenhower’s survival. 
The text of a morning medical 
bulletin: 
“General Elsenhower’s condi­ 
tion remains extremely criti­ 
cal. The electrical pacemaker 
was removed late yesterday be­ 
cause of its demonstrated in­ 
effectiveness after the initial 
few hours. 


“Since 
last night’s 
bulletin 
numerous episodes of ventricu­ 
lar irregularity have occurred, 
most of only a few secords 
duration but two requiring elec­ 
trical conversion. 
“Despite this, the general re­ 
mains alert, converses briefly, 
and enjoyed a small breakfast. 
He is visited briefly from time 
to time by members of the im­ 
mediate family, at his request. 


“ Mrs. 
Eisenhower 
has re­ 
mained calm during these past 
trying days, and has received 
comfort and support from her 
sister, Mrs. Gordon Moore, who 
together with Col. John Elsen­ 
hower and his family have been 
constantly with her.” 
In a Sunday night bulletin, the 
doctors reported failure of the 
electrical 
pacemaker, 
which 
was threaded directly into the 
patient’s heart by way of a vein, 
to relieve the spasms. 
It was the latest of several 
efforts made to halt the ir­ 
regular rhythms since the 77- 
year-old general suffered his 
latest attack.

The industrious little rodents 
have constructed a dam all the 
way across Antelope Creek and 
have backed up at least a two 
acre pond. 
The dam is an amazing inter­ 
lacing of sticks, grass, stones, 
mud and any other handy thing, 
and there is not a leak in it. 
Brodnansky said that about 10 
years ago the same thing hap­ 
pened and later in the year he 
had to chop a hole in the dam 
so that salmon could go up­ 
stream.

Though it was 
argued that uniform labeling and packaging would impose a heavy 
burden on industry, there now is reason to think that savings on 
standardization w ill soon make ig> the costs of retooling. The re ­ 
tailer, too, finds that as packaging moves toward standardization 
he can handle a greater variety of products with less worry about 
maintaining his inventories. This piece of consumer-protection 
law is working out well in the general interest.

the U. S. Chamber of Commer­ 
ce. The figures from the De­

A tubal or ectopic preg­ 
nancy is one in which the fe­ 
male egg becomes fertilized by 
the male sperm and implants 
itself into the w all of the 
F a l l o p i a n tube. Normally, 
the 
f e m a l e 
egg 
p a s s e s 
through t h i s 
tube and into 
t h e 
w o m b 
where 
it 
is 
fertilized. 
There are a 
n u m b e r 
of 
suspected rea­ 
sons why an 
ectopic 
preg­ 
nancy occurs. One of them is 
a kinking or bending of the 
tube due to pressure by a 
growth or by an enlarged cys­ 
tic ovary or by some previous 
infection 
and 
inflammation 
w ithin the tube itself. Occa­ 
sionally, there is a malforma­ 
tion of the tube which inter­ 
feres w ith the normal pass­ 
ageway and blocks the pro­ 
gress of the egg into the uter­ 
us. 
Ectopic pregnancies are re­ 
m arkably rare, occurring once 
in about four hundred preg­ 
nancies. 
Despite 
its 
rarity, 
doctors are constantly on the 
alert for its possibility in or­ 
der to make the 
diagnosis 
early and prevent the difficult 
complications that can arise if 
overlooked. The diagnosis can 
usually be made between three 
to six weeks after the begin­ 
ning of pregnancy.

the signs and symptoms of a

tabclism of fat. It is a com­ 
plex disorder which is inher­ 
ited and which is associated 
with enlargement of the liver 
and spleen and deficiencies in 
the bone marrow. 
The condition is named a f­ 
ter the two doctors who first 
described it in detail and es­ 
tablished much of the infor­ 
mation now known about it 
Unfortunately, 
other 
than 
the tendency to occur as a re­ 
cessive trait, chiefly in Jew ish 
families, little is known of its 
real origin. 
A sim ilar disorder of u tili­ 
zation of lipids or fats by the 
body is known as Tay-Sachs 
Disease. This disease, too, has 
been named after its discov­ 
erers. 
In both diseases there seems 
to be a peculiar diagnostic 
sign which is referred to as a 
cherry red spot in the back 
of the eye. This, w ith a fam ily 
history of mental retardation, 
suggests the condition. 
There is really no known 
cure for this pathetic condi­ 
tion which disturbs the hap­ 
piness and the psychological 
balance of the fam ilies bur­ 
dened bv the care of such a 
child. 
Sometimes 
it 
becomes 
a 
painful decision, when there is 
a positive history of either 
one of these conditions, as to 
whether 
or 
not 
a 
woman 
should risk the chance of pro­ 
ducing a child w ith this dis­ 
ease. Every ma .t íage situation 
is, of course, different and the 
risks should be openly dis­ 
cussed with the physician and 
a psychiatrist before arriving 
at such a decision.

Whether Uncle Sam should put

S A F E T Y M EASURE AXED 
A strange thing has happened 
to an important section of Lie 
1966 auto safety Act aimed at 
making cars and highways sa­ 
fer. 
The provision for an auto 
safety research and test fa ­ 
cility has disappeared. 
Those who drive the highways 
and suffer from auto crashes 
costing over $12 billion a year 
don’t know that this important 
part of the Auto Safety Act 
has been quietly ditched. Some­ 
place along the way the Budget 
Bureau ruled it out, either be­ 
cause it cost too much or be­ 
cause Detroit doesn’t want it 
—possibly both. 
The motor moguls in Detroit 
have claimed this testing fa­ 
cility would put the government 
into the auto business. 
Some 
members of the Department of 
Transportation have been shak­ 
en by this argument. A Iso Con­ 
gress has decreed a crackdown 
on spending. As a result, this 
part of the Auto Safety Act 
is being sidetracked. 
Meanwhile, auto crashes k ill 
53,000 people annually and in­ 
jure 4-1/2 m illion. Meanwhile, 
also, the government operates 
bureaus responsible for drug 
safety, bus and ra il safety, 
radiation 
safety, 
and health 
safety, but apparently is ditch­ 
ing the testing facility on auto 
safety. 


REFORM THE CONVENTIONS 
In the blissful interval between 
the two conventions, survivors 
of the first, particularly those 
who are bound for the second, 
have been ruminating on the in­ 
stitution, and asking themselves 
what might be done to improve 
it. 
Surely some reform s are obv­ 
ious. Favorite sons should be 
nominated in the morning of 
Wednesday. I see no particular 
reason why the speeches in 
nomination, or those that second 
the 
nominations, 
should be 
limited, under the circum stan­ 
ces. No one w ill be listening 
anyway, not even, one suspects, 
first cousins of the favorite son. 
The television networks would 
be free to cover the speeches 
or not, as they choose. The lis ­ 
tening public would be re lie v ­ 
ed of the mischievous effect 
of night-nominations, which is 
to delay the balloting for p resi­ 
dent until early in the morning, 
ruining one's subsequent work- 
ins: day. 
Rather this. I. should think, 
than a serious attempt to abo­ 
lish the idea of the favorite son. 
That idea should be preserved, 
not only because on the unusual 
occasion a favorite son may 
command attention, but because 
it is a genial way for a state, 
under special circum stances, to 
pay special tribute to — a 
favorite son. It is a pity, of 
course, that the practice has 
been so greatly abused. 
And it is testimony to the eter­ 
nal vanity of man that even such 
cool números as Clifford Case 
of New Jersey perm it these 
cloying oblations. It is one thing 
to see a Harold Stassen nomin­ 
ated: his eccentric conceit and 
utter humorless narcissism put 
him beyond the line of vexati­ 
ousness 
— one m erely feels 
sorry for him, as, say, for Sen­ 
ator Morse. But a Clifford Case, 
all cool and 
book-weathered 
and high-minded; why doesn’t he 
say to the boys, look, boys, 
sure I’ll hold the delegation to­ 
gether, but when time comes ac - 
tually to nominate me for P re s ­ 
ident, just say: “ I nominate 
Clifford Case,” and let the sec­ 
onders say: “ I second the nom­ 
ination of Clifford Case.” 
One way to cut down on the 
number of favorite sons would 
be to decree that the one with 
the fewest votes at the end of 
the first ballot would be publi­ 
cly executed. That might, how­ 


ever, strike some of the sm aller 
states as too drastic. So why not 
leave it that they can go at a 
tim e of day when nothing else 
is 
happening? Such a simple 
reform : so easy to effect me­ 
chanically. 
Then there is the m atter of 
polling 
the delegation. That 
happens, 
you w ill 
recall, at 
almost exactly the moment that 
you least want it to happen, i.e. 
when great excitement has built 
up. It is the exact equivalent 
of the television com m ercial 
that comes in just when the hero 
has been pinned to the w all by 
George Raft. Surely convention 
officials could arrange for poll - 
ing to be conducted in private, 
with the old lady-tabulator in­ 
structed to accept the ch air­ 
man’s count until and unless the 
individual 
balloting 
finds it 
false ? So that it would go as fol­ 
lows: 
Delegate: M r. Chairm an, the 
C alifornia delegation requests 
that it be polled. Chairman: 
Request granted. COLORADO. 
After all, it is a little un­ 
seem ly 
to 
suggest 
that the 
chairm an of a delegation d eli­ 
berately miscounted the votes. 
Rather like a teller rising at 
an 
exam iner’s 
meeting and 
requesting that the bank p resi­ 
dent’s 
f i g u r e s 
be 
re ­ 
examined. If we need a com­ 
prom ise 
between 
accepting 
as presum ptively correct the 
word of the chairman, and test­ 
ing that word there and then a- 
gainst the individually stated 
votes of every member of the 
delegation, why not w ire in all 
state chairmen to a lie-detect­ 
ing device, so that when the 
chairm an says twenty votes for 
Rockefeller 
and twenty-two 
votes for Nixon, a great big blip 
w ill go up on a screen if the 
chairm an is lying?Then you can 
poll the delegation. 
And, finally, on the m atter of 
the demonstrations. I m yself do 
not mind them. Granted, I do not 
look at them; but I do not even 
mind other people looking at 
them. There are those who deem 
them undignified. Quite so, and 
therefore they are perfectly 
appropriate to politics. I can­ 
not • imagine why anyone who is 
prepared to countenance the 
system atic 
dissim ulations of 
great big president- aspiring 
politicans should bother to c rit­ 
icize rotarian exhibitions of 
enthusiasm expressed by mere 
balloons and confetti.

What is meant by the Nie- 
mann-Pick Disease ? 
This Im a strange familial 
disease that is considered to 


be an abnormality of the me­ 
tabolism of fat. It is a com­ 
plex disorder which is inher­ 
ited and which is associated 
with enlargement of the liver 
and spleen and deficiencies in 
the bone marrow. 
The condition is named af­ 
ter the two doctors who first 
described it in detail and es­ 
tablished much of the infor­ 
mation now known about it 
Unfortunately, 
other than 
the tendency to occur as a re ­ 
cessive trait, chiefly in Jewish 
families, little is known of its 
real origin. 
A similar disorder of utili­ 
zation of lipids or fats by the 
body is known as Tay-Sachs 
Disease. This disease, too, has 
been named after its discov­ 
erers. 
In both diseases there seems 
to be a peculiar diagnostic 
sign which is referred to as a 
cherry red spot in the back 
of the eye.

LOANS FOR LIQUOR 
Whether Uncle Sam should put 
people In the liquor business 
with loans from the Small Bus­ 
iness Administration has touch­ 
ed off a backstage debate.

gambling establishm ents,

SAFETY MEASURE AXED 
A strange tiling has happened 
to an important section of bie 
1966 auto safety Act aimed at 
making cars and highways sa ­ 
fer. 
The provision for an auto 
safety research and test fa ­ 
cility lias disappeared. 
Those who drive the highways 
and suffer from auto crashes 
costing over $12 billion a year 
don’t know that this important 
part of the Auto Safety Act 
has been quietly ditched. Some­ 
place along the way the Budget 
Bureau ruled it out, either be­ 
cause it cost too much or be­ 
cause Detroit doesn’t want it 
—possibly both. 
The motor moguls in Detroit 
have claimed this testing fa­ 
cility would put the government 
into the auto business. 
Some 
m em bers of the Department of 
Transportation have been shak­ 
en by this argument. Also Con­ 
g ress has decreed a crackdown 
on spending. As a result, this 
part of the Auto Safety Act 
is being sidetracked. 
Meanwhile, auto crashes kill 
53,000 people annually and in­ 
jure 4-1/2 million. Meanwhile, 
also, the government operates 
bureaus responsible for drug 
safety, bus and rail safety, 
radiation 
safety, 
and health 
safety, but apparently is ditch­ 
ing the testing facility on auto 
safety. 


REFORM THE CONVENTIONS 
In the blissful interval between 
the two conventions, survivors 
of the first, particularly those 
who are bound for the second, 
have been ruminating on the in­ 
stitution, and asking themselves 
what might be done to improve 
it. 
Surely some reform s are obv­ 
ious. Favorite sons should be 
nominated in the morning of 
Wednesday. I see no particular 
reason why the speeches in 
nomination, or those that second 
the 
nominations, 
should be 
limited, under the circum stan­ 
ces. No one will be listening 
anyway, not even, one suspects, 
first cousins of the favorite son. 
The television networks would 
be free to cover the speeches 
or not, as they choose. The lis ­ 
tening public would be reliev­ 
ed of the mischievous effect 
of night-nominations, which is 
to delay the balloting for p resi­ 
dent until early in the morning, 
ruining one's subsequent work­ 
ing day. 
Rather this, I. should think, 
than a serious attempt to abo­ 
lish the idea of the favorite son. 
That idea should be preserved, 
not only because on the unusual 
occasion a favorite son may 
com m and attention, but because 
it is a genial way for a state, 
under special circum stances, to 
pay special tribute to — a 
favorite son. It is a pity, of 
course, that the practice has 
been so greatly abused. 
And it is testimony to the e te r­ 
nal vanity of man that even such 
cool números as Clifford Case 
of New Jersey perm it these 
cloying oblations. It is one thing 
to see a Harold Stassen nomin­ 
ated; his eccentric conceit and 
utter humorless narcissism put 
him beyond the line of vexati­ 
ousness — one merely feels 
sorry for him, as, say, for Sen­ 
ator Morse. But a Clifford Case, 
all cool and 
book-weathered 
and high-minded: why doesn’t he 
say to the boys, look, boys, 
sure I’ll hold the delegation to­ 
gether, but when time comes ac­ 
tually to nominate me for P re s­ 
ident, just say; "I nominate 
Clifford Case," and let the sec­ 
onders say; "I second the nom­ 
ination of Clifford Case." 
One way to cut down on the 
number of favorite sons would 
be to decree that the one with 
the fewest votes at the end of 
the first ballot would be publi­ 
cly executed. That might, how­ 


ever, strike some of the sm aller 
states as too drastic. So why not 
leave it that they can go at a 
time of day when nothing else 
is happening? Such a simple 
reform: so easy to effect me­ 
chanically. 
Then there Is the m atter of 
polling 
the delegation. That 
happens, you will recall, at 
almost exactly the moment that 
you least want it to happen, i.e. 
when great excitement has built 
up. It is the exact equivalent 
of the television com m ercial 
that comes in just when the hero 
has been pinned to the wall by 
George Raft. Surely convention 
officials could arrange for poll - 
ing to be conducted in private, 
with the old lady-tabulator in­ 
structed to accept the chair­ 
man’s count until and unless the 
individual 
balloting 
finds it 
false ? So that it would go as fol­ 
lows; 
Delegate: Mr. Chairman, the 
California delegation requests 
that it be polled. Chairman; 
Request granted. COLORADO. 
After all, it is a little un­ 
seemly 
to suggest 
that the 
chairman of a delegation deli­ 
berately miscounted the votes. 
Rather like a teller rising at 
an 
exam iner’s 
meeting and 
requesting that the bank p resi­ 
dent’s 
f i g u r e s 
be 
re ­ 
examined. If we need a com­ 
promise 
between 
accepting 
as presumptively correct the 
word of the chairman, and test­ 
ing that word there and then a- 
gainst the individually stated 
votes of every member of the 
delegation, why not w ire in all 
state chairmen to a lie-detect­ 
ing device, so that when the 
chairman says twenty votes for 
Rockefeller 
and twenty-two 
votes for Nixon, a great big blip 
will go up on a screen if the 
chairman is lying ?Then you can 
poll the delegation. 
And, finally, on the m atter of 
the demonstrations. I myself do 
not mind them. Granted, I do not 
look at them; but I do not even 
mind other people looking at 
them. There are those who deem 
them undignified. Quite so, and 
therefore they are perfectly 
appropriate to politics. I can­ 
not imagine why anyone who is 
prepared to countenance the 
systematic 
dissimulations of 
great big president- aspiring 
politicans should bother to crit­ 
icize rotarian exhibitions of 
enthusiasm expressed by mere 
balloons and confetti.

“ No real estate agent," he 
said, “ should be tei rorized or 
boycotted because he obeys the 
law ." 
Real estate agents have been 
prohibited for many years from
